DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 12/20/2010, with respect to claims 1-9 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive for the following reason. Applicant's differentiation 
of the claim limitations over the Lu reference is convincing in that Lu does not describe, 
and after further consideration, can not be interpreted as teaching the computation of a 
residual error block from a difference between a current block and a candidate area 
using a prediction function sufficient to anticipate or render obvious, in view of art of 
record, the claimed combinations.
